Timmons presented a map to show 
that under the change vehicles 
would be barred from reaching his 
place of business except by taking 
a circuitous route, resulting in 
great inconvenience and delay. 
Another Meeting Monday. 

After hearing objections from dif- 
ferent citizens’ the committee de- 
cided to take no action toward rec- 
ommendation or. revision of the or- 
dinance until after another public 
hearing which will be held next 
Monday afternoon, beginning at 2 
o’clock. Any property owner who 
may have objections to offer is re- 
quested to be present, when he will 
be given an opportunity to be heard. 

George D. McCutcheon, R. H. Mar- 
_tin, J. S Cooper and others who 
were the prime movers in framing 
the ordinance were present at the 
meeting and took part in the” dis- 
cussion. Mr. McCutcheon, My. Mar- 
tin and Mr. Cooper enfeavored to 
make it very plain that the citi- 
zens’ committee in writing the or- 
dinance kept as their frequent ob- 
ject in mind the greatest benefit to 
the largest number of people. The 
great body of the public ‘considered 
first, they said,. were the patrons 
of the street cars.

Washington. May 7.— President 
Wilson has abandoned any inten- 
tions he may have had. of attend- 
ing the democratic national con- 
vention at San Francisco it was 
learned today. ’ 

At the same time he purposes to 
keep in close touch with the delib- 
erations of his party, and advise 


and confer with leaders as neces- 


sity arises. Preparations are be- 


jing made to rig up a transconti- 


nental telephone line between the 
white house and San Francisco to 
keep the president in immediate 
and constant communication. This 
administration, supporters believe, 
is the next best substitute for hav- 
ing the president there in person. 

Word from the president will be 
desired on the question of who 
shall have the nomination, since it 
is planned to have the convention 
indorse Wilsonian policies and to 
hame a man who will go before 
the country with a plea for their 
vindication. 

It was determined the president’s 
health is not such as to permit him 
to take a journey as long and as 
exacting as would be the ohe to 
San Francisco. Further, therg was 


taken into consideration the fact 
that he would be subjected to con- 
stant strain and excitement and 
might wish to overdo, ag he did at 
ijieast during the early days of his 
ilMmess, 
Little Political Activity. — 
President Wilson so. far hasj 
net eonferrea with adminis- 
tration supporters or with politi- 
cians, exeept cabinet members. Yet 
it was asserted today tlre are 
means of communication between 


the president and his party coun- 


cils, and that his word can be ob- 
tained on any subject where.it is 
considered essential. Leaders ex- 
pect the president to participate 
more directly as time goes by, and 
to use his pen with telling effect, 
as he has on other occasians. 

. The president’s health, according 
to word from the white house, is im- 
proving satisfactorily. Those about 
him, however, and the amount of 
work he does daily is carefully 
limited. He reads, goes automobil- 
ing, attends movies in the. white 
house, undergoes massage and 
other treatment, but all with a 
minimum of personal exertion. — 

It has not been determined just 
when the. president may leave 
Washington, and he is now consid- 
ering the advisability of remaining 
here until after the convention. 
While an elevator as been  in- 
stalled in the presidential vacht 
Mayftower, which will be ready for 
use June 1, this is regarded ra- 
ther as readiness for eventualities 
than any definite indication the 
president will go away at that 
time. 


BAN ON SECOND PLACE

A resolution placing the delegates 


on record as in favor of such a 
plank was adopted unnanimously by 
the conference of delegates at the 
closing session tonight. 

Failure of the conference to go on 
record on the prohibition question 
or the league of. nations brought 
charges from Mayor George P. Lunn, 
and former Supreme 
Court Justice Samuel Seabury, of 
New York, that “the.issues were 
being dodged.” : 

Mayor Lunn suggested that Pres-! 

ident Wilson’s administration should 
be indorsed and a definite stand 
taken on the league of nations. Sec- 
onding the suggestions of Mayor 
Lunn, Mr. Seabury offefed a reso- 
lution which, if adopted, would have 
placed New York's delegation in op- 
position to a “wet” plank of any 
kind in the national platform, The 
resolution sought to have the con- 
ference declare that the eighteenth 
amendment “shall _be fairly and 
justly enforced the sam@ as any 
other amendment.” 
‘No action was takem on Mayor 
Lunn’s suggestion that a resolution 
“ogfering encouragement to Presi- 
dent Wilson” should be presented 
to the conference. 

Recommendations of the resolu- 
tions committee saccepted by the 
conference as possible planks in tne 
national platform include: 
Declaration for a wage adequate 
to maintain a reasonable standard 
of life, including the principle of 
living wage for women in industry 
guaranteed and protected by law. 
Adoption of an amendment to the 
federal constitution prohibiting 
child Iabor.

Washington, May 17.— Congress 
was asked today by Governor Hard- 
ing, of the federal reserve board, 
to settle the controversy between 
reserve banks and state banks as 
to par collection of banks’ checks. 

Iu a letter to Chairmag Platt, of 
the house banking committee, Gov- | 
ernor Harding asked for legisla- 
tion which either would compel 
universal adoption of par clearance 
or would authorize both members 
and non-members of the reserve 


system to charge collection fees. 


The present law, Governor Hard- 
ing said, is inadequate and has 
caused difficulty because reserve 
banks “have been obliged to adopt 
drasiic methods to make collections 
of checks drawn upon non-member 
banks,” opposing par exchange. 


“FLYING PARSON” 
DESERTS THE AIR 
FOR THE Y.M.C.A. 


Mineola, N. Y., May 7.—Lieutenant 
Belvin W.* Maynard, the “flying 
parson,” who won the army trans- 
continental and the New  York- 
Toronto air races last fall, an- 


nounced tonight that he would be 
dischargei from the army tomor- 
row. He has accepted a position 
with the Brooklyn central Y. M. C. 
A. and plans to continue in the 
work for a year of more before re- 
turning to the Baptist ministry. He 
is married and has two children. 
Lieutenant Maynard is considered 
one of the best pilots in the Amer- 
ican army air service. He left the 
ministry shortly after the United 
States entered the war and joined 
the aviation service. He rapidly ac- 
quire@ the art of handling a plane 
and soon after qualifying as a pilot 
he was made an instructor <and 
served abroad in that capacity. 


| Aviation officials who decided that 


his services were more valuable as 
an instructor, prevented him from 
going to the front as a combatant 
although he is said to have re- 
quested active combatant service on 
several occasions.

VERA CRUZ TROOPS 
‘ DESERT CARRANZA 


No Confirmation of -Re- 
port That Carranza Has 
Fled Mexico City—Reb- 
els «Mobilizing for Ad- 
vance on Capital. 


Washington, May 7.—Reports,, of- 
ficial and unofficial, today credited 
the Mexican rebels with furthef. 
bloodless successes. Information 
reaching the rebel agents here, they 
said, pointed to an early occupa- 
tion of Piedras Negras, Laredo and 
Matamoros, the only important bor- | 
der -ports of entry remaining in 
Carranza control. 

News of the revolt of the gar- 
rison at ‘Vera Cruz was received 
through. official channels, the town 
being immediately evacuated by the 
rebels, presumably because of the 
presence in the harbor of Mexican 
gunboats loyal to CarranzZa. 
Official confirmation of the re- 
port received early in the day by 
rebel agents that Carranza already 
had left the capital was lacking 
tonight. 

The state department today re- 
ceived several messages from the 
embassy in Mexico City, but they 
were all dated Thursday. These 
dispatches made no mention of Car- 
ranza’s intention of leaving the cap- 
ital, it was said. 

Dispatches from rebel sources re- 
ported Luis Cabrera, head of the 
Carratiza cabinet, was en route to- 
day by train for Piedras Negras, 
and that Alfonso Cabrera, brother 
of the cabinet minister, was arrest- 
ed by General Gonzales in Puebla. 
Alfonso Cabrera, while governor of 
Puebla, was concerned in the prose- 
cution of American Consular Agent 
W. O. Jenkins.

Spokesmen of the revolutionist 
minimized the importance of the re- 
fusal of General Galles to accept 
the services of Villa and the an- 
nouncement of General Pablo Gon- 
zalez, that he could not support 
the revolution. Gonzalez, who was 
Obregon’s opponent for the presi- 
dency, has insisted that his break 
with the administration must not 
be construed as indicating his sup- 
port of the larger rebel movement. 
In the meSnwhile he has occupied 
the capital of Peubla and has the 
largest single rebellious unit in the 
vicinity of the capital. 

Trains Are Suspended. 

Passenger traffic between Mexico 
City and Guadalajara has been sus- 
pended. A passenger train on this 
line was attacked by rebels at Pen- 
jamo on May 5, and robbed of a 
eonsiderable sum of government 
funds intended to be used in pay- 
ing the soldiers at Guadalajara, 
where at last advices General Die- 
guez had 8,000 men in his eom- 
mand. .

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BANKERS OPPOSE: 
"RAILROAD LOAN 


Financiers Say Govern- 
ment Should Not Let 


Roads Have $500,000,000s 


to Buy Rolling Stock. 


— 


Washington, May 7%.—Bankers 
called before the senate interstate 
commerce committee today did not 
agree with the testimony of rail- 
road executives yesterday that the 
government should loan $500,000,000 
additional to the roads for new 
rolling stock, They said no great 
part of the $610;000,000 which the 
railroad presidents estimated to be 
necessary for new equipment to re- 
lieve present congestion could be 
raised from the* public. 

Jerome G. Hanauer, of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., New York, chairman of’ the 
committee on investment bankers, 
Suggested that instead of making 
additionéY appropriations for cars 
cong-'ess extend the period of the 
$300,000,000 loan already provided 


‘for the roads from five to fifteen 


years; that some _aoney be used in 
the betterment of terminals and 
perhaps in the increase of motive 
power; and that the roads be so 
managed as to expedite the move- 
ment of cars and “reduce to a min- 
imum requirements for new equip- 
ment.” 

Chairman Cummins asked the 
opmion of the witness on a plan 
of giving a government guarantee 
for the payment of interest and 
principal on sums borrowed by the 
railroads for new equipment. 

“The securities issued would then 
sell entirely on the credit of the gov= 
ernment,” Mr. Hanauer replied, 
“and carrying a much higher rate 
of interest would badly affect the 
liberty bonds and all other out- 
standing obligations of the United 
States. @nvestors would naturally, 
sell the securities of lower yield to 
take the higher ones. In addition 
this would make’ it impossible for 
railroads to borrow money for their 
other needs on their own credit.” 

Mr. Hanauer and F. H. Allen, of 
Lea, Higginson & Co., of New York, 
who followed him, said the income 
tax had crippled the investing 
power of wealthy people. Securities 
are now salable only in smaller 
units, Mr. Allen said, “and very 
largely those people who have had 
their earnings very greatly increas- 
ed are now acting as people do 
when they first get money—spend- 
ing it om luxuries..and pleasures 
rather than attempting to save. 

S. Davies Warfield, president of 
the Association of Railway Security 
Holders, suggested to the commit- 
tee that congress might desire to 
watch the expenditure of the $300,- 
000,000 already loaned the roads be- 
fore granting more.

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Within Party in 1916. 


By Rebert J. Bender. 

Washington, May 7.—While the 
old line republican leaders have 
their cap set for shelving General 
Wood, the undeniable fact in the 
situation is this: 

That General Wood is going to 
the convention with more votes by 
far on the first ballot than any 
other candidate. He is going to 
have in Chicago a convention or- 
ganization under the leadership of 
Frank Hitchcock, the like of which 
will not be equalled by any other 
candidate. He is going to have 
the moral support of precedent, 
which, in the past, has shown that 
the combination of a strong get- 
away in the balloting, plus organ- 
ization to maintain or increase the 
momentum of such balloting, has 
returned the candidate possessing 
both, the victor. 

In short, the situation today, as 
events move rapi@ly toward the con- 
vention, bears a striking similarity 
to the situation which existed with- 
in the party in 1916. 

Then Justice Hughes occupied the 
same position in the face as Wood 
does today. On the opposite pole 
to Hugheg was Roosevelt, even as 
Johnson today. And between Hughes 
and Roosevelt were Senators Weeks, 
Cummins and Sherman, ex-Senator 
Burton, of Ohio, and former vice 
President Fairbanks. Between Wood 
and Johnson today are Governor 
Lowden, Senator Harding, Senator 
Poindexter and others. 

In 1916 it was finally decided at 
a stage corresponding to the pres- 
ent stage in the race this year to 
begin a boom for Elihu Root as a 
compromise satisfactory to those 


“afraid” of Roosevelt and not want- 
ing Hughes. Today we have Knox 
launched by those “afraid’’ of John- 
son and not wanting Wood, 


Vote on First Ballot. 


When the convention opened and 
balloting began in 1916, Hughes 
had 256% votes on ‘the first ballot; 
Weeks, 105; Root, 103; Cummins, 
.85; Burton, 77%; Fairbanks, 74%; 
Sherman, 66; Roosevelt, 65, and 
Knox, 3. 

This year Wood will have about 
the same number of votes on the 
first ballot—possibly fifty more— 
as Hughes had in 1916. Following 
him will be Lowden with about 150 
votes, and Johnson with about 140, 
and scattered votes from there on 
down ,the. line. . . 

In 1916 the. spirit was strong to 
shelve Hughes and put in Root. 
There was a movement started also 
and meetings were held to attempt 
to organize it, for the launching 
of General Wood as a compromise. 
But the unsurmountable difficulty 
was that there was no big organiza- 
tion behind either that could cope 
with the effective organization con- 
structed and maintained for Hughes 
by Hitcheock. 

Today, again, the spirit is strong 
—in much the same quarter as it 
manifested itself against Hughes in 
1916—to shelve Wood, and the big 
admitted problem of the gorces op- 
posed: to Wooed’s nomfmation is 
whether they can organize rapidly 
enough and strongly enough to beat 
the strong organization Wood has 
built up and will maintain under 
Hitchcock -at Chicago. 

There is one big exception, how- 
ever, in this analogy between the 
1920 and 1916 convention situations, 
namely, that Governor Lowden will 
be stronger, both as regards’ dele- 
gates and organization,than any of 
the candidates who ran between. 
Hughes on the one hand and Roose- 
velt on the other four years ago. 
The Lowden organization at Chica- 
zo will be second in strength only 
to that of Wood and will have the 
added moral support of the home- 
ground atmosphere. Senator John- 
son will not have anything like the 
organization either of ood or 
Lowden or anything approaching 
the strength of the Roosevelt or- 
ganization in 1918. 

Champ Clark Was Ahead, 

Therefore, in the early balloting 
the convention promises to be a 
battle between the Wood and Low- 
den organizations. While perhaps 
not pertinent to this battle, never- 
theless the Baltimore convention of 
1912 happens to offer a situation 
quite similar to that of the forth- 
coming convention at Chicago. At 
Baltimore there were about as 
many candidates as there will be 
at Chicago this year. Champ Clark 
went to the convention with the 
most delegates and the strongest 
organization. Next to him, both in 
point of delegates and streingth of 
organization, was Woodrow Wilson. 
On the first ballot Clark polled 440 
votes to 324 for Wison. On the ten 
ballot Clark got a majority of the 
convention, with 556 to Wilson’s 
350%. Thereafter, however, Clark 
rode steadily downward, while Wil- 
son climbed, and on the forty-sixth 
ballot Clark had 84 votes to Wil- 
son’s 990. 

The votes at Chicago- outside 
those of Wood and Lowden, will 
largely be controlled by the Pen- 
and Johnson wings of the 
party. The Penrose organization 
wants Knox as the nominee and 
Jomson would prefer Knox to 


Low Penrose, however, is not 
unal opposed to Lowden and 
Wood m be expected to prefer 


Lowden to Knox if he felt he him- 
self could not win. Frank Hitch- 
cock has many friends in the Low- 
den organization. 

So, figured from the basis of 
mathematical chances many politi 
cal strategists today believe, Low- 
den has the best chance for the 
nomination if Wood is finally elim- 
inated.

semblage. 

Eugene V. Debs, now serving a 
ten-year term in the Atlanta (Geor-

Will Give Hearing May 
11 at Kimball House. 


Secretary Hiram L. Gardner, of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, reported yesterday that ten 
co.itests had been filed with him 
to be heard by the subcommittee 
at its meeting at the Kimball house 
on May 11, in atvordance with the 
Barrett motion adopted by the com- 
mittee at its meeting on April 29. 
' The time for filing contests expired 

at midnight May 6. 

: Of these contesis, one, Decatur 
county, has been filed by the Pal- 
mer forces. Decatur county was 
reported as having been carried by 
Senator Hoke Smith. The Palmer- 
ites claim that this was done by 
counting enough votes for Smith 
in one country precinct to give him 


a sinall plyrality im the county 
after the time for closing the elec- 
tion had passed. 
Smith Contests Two. 

Friends of Senator Smith are con- 
testing two counties, Atkinson and 
Murray, both of which were report- 
ed to Secretary Gardner by the 
county committees as cdrried by 
Palmer. The contestants maintain 
that the first returns from both of 
these counties gave them to Smith, 
but that later the county commit- 
tees revised the returns by throw- 
ing out some country precincts on 
tachnical grounds, thereby chang- 
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Reduces inflammation, 
relieves soreness and 
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‘counties to Palmer. 

Mr. Watson personally has filed 
contests for seven counties, two of 
them Chatham and Elbert, carri«d 
by Palmer, and five, Grady, Lee, 
Jenkins, Worth and Appling, car- 
ried by Smith. The voting strength 
in the convention of the two Pal- 
mer counties and the five Smith 
counties is exactly equal, being ten 
in each case. This appears to bear 
out the claim made by Watsonites 
that they would seek to upset the 
returns in a sufficient number of 
counties to give the Thomson man 
the plurality of the county unit 
vote of the state required by Rule 
10 for naming the San Francisco 
delegation. 


Irregularity Charged. 

The basis of Mr. Watson’s con- 
tests Is irregularity in holding the 
election in Chatham and Lee coun- 
ties, and alleged irregularities in 


making the returns in most of the’ 


balance. It is claimed that in 
Chatham county, Watson’s namie 
Was scratched off of the ballots he- 
fore th were furnished the vut- 
ers, and that city policemen and 
detectives surrounded the pgoils and 
handed out the tickets. In any 
event, the contest here is directed 


‘mainly against the Smith managers, 


who were in control of the eiection 
and extremely confident of victory. 

Lee county, which was carried by 
Smith, is claimed by Watson on the 
allegation that the latter’s name 
did not appear on the tickets at all, 
while that of Palmer was printed 
on them twice. Elbert county, Mr. 
Watson claims, was carried by him 
and given to Palmer by a plural‘ty 
of one on an officia. count of the 
vote the day after the primary. Ir- 
regularities and fraud in making 
the returns are alleged in Grady, 
Jenkins, Worth and Appling, which 
were carried by Smith. 


Counties Fail te Report. 


Mr. Gardner declared that he had 
been unable to make up an offic.al 
roll of the delegates because the 
appointments had not been report- 
ed to him from the following coun- 
ties: Bacon, Burke, Clay, Echots, 
Henry, Lee, Marion, Richmond, 
Spalding, Taylor, Wilcox and Wil- 
kinson. He had reason to believe 
that appointments had been made 
in all of these counties, except Ba- 
con and Wilkinson, the latter of 
which did not hold an election. 

So far, Chairman J, J. Flynt has 
made no public reply to the open 
letter of J. R. Smith, demanding 
whether the subcommittee would 
undertake to pass finally on the 
contests brought before it and de- 
clare the result of the election, The 
Barrett resolution, under which the 
primary was held, requires this 
committee to declare the result of 
the election, and a majority of the 
members hold that it was necessary 
for them to hear and decide con- 
tests before the could.do so.

A RIDICULOUS CHARGE. 

Testifying ‘before the senate 
newsprint investigating committee 
a few days ago, E. J. Cone, general 
manager of The Buffalo (N. Y.) 
Commercial, is authentically re- 
ported to have made a bald and 
bold declaration that the Inter- 
national Typographical union, 
through its shop chapels, exercises 
a censorship over the news col- 
umns of the newspapers of the. 
country. The chapel chairman, he 
said, “is charged with keeping out 
of print stories unfavorable to or- 
ganized labor,” according to the 
Associated Press report of his 
testimony. 


Called upon by the committee 
chairman to give specific instances 
of the exercise of such alleged 
censorship, the witness said, to 
quote further from the Associated 
Press dispatch— : 
“that when Judge Elbert Gary of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
testified before a senate committee 
investigating the steel strike re- 
garding the principle of freedom 
of contract, The Buffalo News re- 
ceived and set in type and cast into 
the plate an Associated Press news 
dispatch of his testimony, but the 
presses were not permitted to start 
until changes had been made in the 
article.” 

That his statement was not only 
misleading, but absolutely untrue, 
is shown by the fact that as soon 
as it was called to the attention 
of E. H. Butler, publisher of the 
Buffalo News, he (Mr. Butler) de- 
clared that no such occurrence had 
taken place in his newspaper plant, 
and that Mr. Cone’s charge was 
false insofar as it applies to the 
News. 


Mr. Cone’s sweeping statement 
should not go unchallenged by 
newspapers the country over, be- 
cause it is an injustice both to the 
press of the country and to the 
typographical union in particular, 
and to organized labor in general. 

No reputable union would en- 
deavor to exercise such a peroga- 
tive as that.of news censor in a 
union sh nd no reputable news- 
paper Would permit it if it did; 
and labor unions and newspapers 
as a rule are both reputable and 
high-minded. 

Citizens who ought to know bet- 
ter are given too much to exag- 
geration and the utterance of loose 
and half-baked statements as facts. 

Congress, apparently in its cager- 
ness to minimize and detract from 
the great achievements of the dem- 
ocratic administration, has, in the 
prosecution of its seemingly never- 
ending series of “investigations,” 
thrown down the bars and opened 
the floodgates to all manner of 
abusive, destructive innuendo and 
falsification directed against men 
and institutions. 

The mere fact that such utter- 
ances are made and given to the 
public under congressional auspi- 
ces gives weight to them in the 
public mind, and thus the real 
harm that they do lies in their ten- 
dency toward leading the public to 
form erroneous conclusions and be- 
come possessed of a warped, dis- 
torted and fallacious conception of 
conditions as they are. 

There are so many conditions 
and situations in society that really 
merit constructive criticism and 
that ought to be corrected that it 
seems a pity that men should per- 
mit themselves to go off at half- 
cock and their tongues to utter 
damaging charges hased upon 
hastily formed and unfounded con- 
clusions; and it is a pity that such 
utterances should be invited and 
given publicity by congress, whose 
purpose is supposed to be to con- 
struct and build up rather than to 
foment strife.

Democratic Senators Are Practically Solid in Opposition 
to Knox Resolution — Republicans Split Worse’ Than 
Ever Before — What Bob Small Thinks of the Situation,

j From this distance it appears that 
the democratic members of the sen- 
ate are practically solid in their op- 


position to the Knox “peace resolu- 
tion.” Under the leadership of 3en- 
ator Underwood, minority floor lead- 
er, and Senator Hitchcock, ranking 
democrat of the foreign relations 
committee, they will present such a 
line-up that it will be impossible 
for the republicans .to pass the reso- 
lution over the expected veto of the 
president. 


Republican claims that the demo- 
crats would filibuster against the 
resolution and not permit it to come 
to vote in the senate are repudiated 
on the democratic side of the cham- 
ber. The democrats say they are 
quite willing to face the issue pre~ 
sented and do not intend to avoia 
it by a filibuster. 

The democratic program is to 
have a reasonable debate on the 
resolution and permit it“to come to 


a vote whenever the republican ma- 
jority asks fer action. If there is 
any democrat inclined to filibuster, 
the party leaders do not know it and 
a one-man filibuster would get no- 
where. The party program does not 
embrace filibustering tactics and re- 
publican claims that the minority 
will whip about the stump and at- 
tempt to forestall a vote are de- 
clared to be entirely without foun- 


dation,

Democrats Ready 
To Accept the Issue. 


Democrats say that the politics 
shown by the Knox resolution is 
such that the minority senators 


have no hesitancy in squarely meet- 
ing the issue and permitting it to 
go to the country. The question is 
whether peace shall be made in a 
constitutional way by ratification of 
a peace treaty negotiated in accord- 
ance with precedent. and the consti- 
tution, or whether peace shall be de- 
clared by a one-sided “paper resolu- 
tion.” 

Senator Underwood, the minority 
leader, says the Knox resolution is 
not only without constitutional 
standing but that even if it were 
constitutional it is imperfectly 
drawn and amounts to nothing ex- 
cept a makeshift attempt to declare 
peace, 

“The resolution 
sided,” said Senator 
“and contains nothing actually 
bringing about peace. Germany’s 
acceptance of the terms cannot be 
assured undes such a resolution and 
it is proposed that we take the ri- 
diculous position that the war is at 
an end, present a peace resolution to 
Germany and then await for her to 
take her own sweet time about ac- 
cepting this sort of a peace. 

“The principle is about the same 
as though I were to offer to sell a 
lot of land to another man for $1,000 
and were to make out a deed to the 
lot and give it to him, saying: ‘Here 
is the deed, pay me for the lot when- 
ever you feel like it. We would 
offey Germany something on a sil- 
ver platter and then take our 
chances that Germany will agree to 
our sort of a peace.” 


It is gratifying to the democaratic 
leaders of the senate that the party 
alignment will be substantially solid 


against the resolution. Not more 
than three or four recalcitrant dem- 
ocrats, who were bitter-end oppo- 
nents of the peace treaty, are ex- 
pected to vote with the republicans 
for the makeshift resolution and it 
is predicted there may be one or two 
republican -voting with the demo- 
crats against the proposal. 


Outside of this, however, the party 
lines will remain practically intact 
and administration supporters:in the 


upper chamber have accepted the 
republican challenge attempting 
peace by a paper resolution and will 
zo to the country with the issue. 

That the resolution is a politicas 
by-play, designed mainly as a cam- 
paign issue and to cover up the re- 
publicans’ rejection of the peace 
treaty of Versailles is patent. Dem- 
ocrats will resist every effort to 
divert attention from the peace 
treaty by such’ unconstitutional 
methods.

answered Mr. Post, adding that the 
house immigration committee, by 
its report in deportation eases. 
showed only a slight idea of the 
proceedings. As assistant secretary, 
he gaid, he had cancelled hundreds 
of warrants for deportation on the 
recommendation: of Mr. Caminetti 
and immigration inspectors. 

Mr. Post testified that the secre- 
tary of labor alone was authorized 
by law to issue warrants for de- 
portation and that he also was the 
sole judge in ordering deportations. 

Department of justice agents have 
no legal right to examine aliens hela 
for deportation, Mr. Post said, as 
that right is granted by law only to 
immigration inspectors. 

Mr. Post said that he had found a 
variance between the evidence and 
Mr. Caminetti’s memoranda and de- 
clared that the immigration com- 
mittee had accepted fhe memoranda 
and compiled a “misleading” report. 

Cancellation of deportation war- 
rants was defined by the witness as 
a “verdict for the defendant.” 


Graft Charged to Reporters. 


Newspapers, Mr. Post charged, 
had not correctly informed the 
country of his actions, declaring 
that “outside” salaries paid to re- 
porters caused them to make unfair 
statements. 

Questioned by Chairman Camp- 
bell, the assistant secretary said he 
could “not prove a single case” of 
reporters being influenced in their 
articles regarding him. 

es Campbell remarked that 
he id not know reporters had 
sources of income other than from 
their papers, but Mr. Post said he 
thought this was “common knowl- 
edge.” 

Referring to the red raids con- 
ducted by the department of justice, 
which have resulted tn 5,000 arrests 
since last fall, the assistant secre- 
tary testified that the only weapons 
found by the department agents 
were three revolvers, two of .22 cal- 
iber. Only forty of the aliens who 
have been given a hearing, he said, 
testified that they favored use of 
violence in bringing about a change 
of government. 

The committee adjourned for the 
day before the witness had com- 
pleted his statement, and he will be 
heard again tomorrow.

DOESN’T IMPRESS 
FRENCH DUCHESS 


Paris, May 7.—American food as 
served in restaurants in that coun- 
try did not favorably impress the 
Duchess of Clermont-Tonnerre, who 


visited the United States last au- 
tumn and has written a book on her 
trip. Americans do not consider 
eating seriously enough, she indi- 
cated, and try to “simplify the 
pertormance.” The only American 
foods appearing to have made an 
appeal to the duchess were red ba- 
nanas, California apples and or- 
anges ani “hams of Virginia.” 
“One must admit,” she says in her 
book, “that food in America is not 
good. To a Frenchman the wora

Johnson, Ex-Service Man, Is 
Not Discouraged, Despite 
Gloomy Predictions. 


By Hudson Hawley. 

Washington, May 7.—Despite 
gloomy predictions as to the fate 
of soldier bonus legislation at this 
session of congress that have been 
aired during the past week, Repre- 
sentative Royal C. Johnson, of South 
Dakota, himself an eX-service man 
and leader of the fight against the 
sales tax method of meeting the 
demand, is not at all discouraged. 

“The bonus bill will pass the 
house within two weeks,” Johnson 
said today. “The*republican party 
is not going to take the attitude 
that it will prohibit consideration 
of such a bill. <All we ask is a 
vote on it.’’ 

The no-bonus predictions made 
during the past week by respon- 
sible representatives and others 
Johnson characterized as propagan- 
da, “just designed to bull the stock 
market, to vajole people into be- 
lieving that there would be no tax 
on stock djvidends or on stock ex- 
change transactions levied to raise 
the bonus monéy.” 

Such taxes were included in the 
substitute bonus bill which John- 
son and Henry T. Rainey, of Il- 
linois, drew up, as were heavy 
levies on excéss war profits. 

Insurgent Republicans. 


The sixty-five “insurgent” or an- 
ti-sales-tax republicans who stood 
with Johnson in the republican cau- 
‘us fight to down the sales tax 
are, it is understood, likely to ac- 
cept any tax measure the ways and 
means committee may point out 
which’ will place the bulk of the 
burden on those who made money 
out of the war. Chairman Fordney, 
of the ways and means committee, 
will be back on the job Saturday, 
and as he is conceded to be an out- 
and-out bonus advocate, it is ex- 
pected that some compromise meas- 
ure will be speedily whipped into 
shape and brought up for considera- 
tion. 

The bonus’ bill may be brought 
in at any time under a rule, or if 
the ways and means committee can 
be assured of a two-thirds vote for 
their revamped measure, it may be 
brought in on May 1, a week from 
next Monday, and put through with- 
out amendment under a suspension 
of the rules. 

How some of the democrats, feél 
about the bill was indicated today 
by Rainey, who said that they ob- 
jected to the land settlement fea- 
tures sponsored ,by former Secre- 
tary of the Initerior Lane and Re- 
publican Leader Mondell, and would 
prefer to substitute the Morgan 
Plan, which creates a loan fund 
available to veterans who wish to 
borrow to build homes or buy land 
in their own states, rather than go 
onto reclamation projects. He said 
too, that he doubted if the Amer- 
ican Legion members wanted the 
paid-up insurance features of the 
bill. 

New York Interests on Bill. 

“The interests in New York, who 
are fathering the sales tax, don’t 
want a bonus bill without it,” add- 
ed Rainey. “The republicans as- 
sume all responsibility as. a party 
if the bill falls through.” 

It is certain that a determined 
attempt to get the bill up for dis- 
cussion will be made at ‘the start 
of next week. Johnson has indi- 
cated that he will speak for it on 
the floor, and it is likely that two 
other former service representa- 
tives, King Swope, of Kentucky, 
who was elected on a bonus plat- 
form, and Jacob [I Milligan, of 
Missouri, will also be heard in sup-

Warsaw, May 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) — Bolshevik troops 
fighting in the defense of the city 
of Kiev have strengthened their re- 
sistance considerably during the 
last 24 hours. The battle for the 
possession of the city ts stfll raging, 
according to latest advices. 
he fighting is said to be par 
ticularly severe northwest of the 
city, where the bolsheviki are using 
artiflery stationed just behind the 
front line entrenchments. Other 
heavy guns are stationed in the 
bridgehead territory there and are 
directing a heavy fire against the 
attacking Polish and Ukrainians. 

It is assumed the soviet army is 
bringing up artillery from east of 
the Dneiper river, as shell fire is 
-gradually increasing as additional 
pieces are placed in position. Rail- 
road and highway bridges in front 
of Kiev were destroyed by the re- 
treating bolsheviki, but they are be- 
jing rapidly repaired by the Poles. 

Polish gains are reported along 
the Dniester river, further south.

ed to have captured the village of 
Kamionka.

Georgia State League 
Will Open on May 20th

The rejuvenated Georgia State 
league, after two seasons of inac- 
tivity, will very shortly resume a 


place in the baseball calcium rays of 
the state, the circuit prying off the 
lid for the 1920 season on May 2 
with six teams in aetion. 

Back in 1917 the league, then 
known as the Georgia-Alabama 
league, was booming along at great 
pace, with six well-organized teams 
and with the finances of the organ- 
ization in good shape. Then came 
the war and the draft called so 
many men from the diamond that 
the officials were forced to disband 
in favor of Uncle Sam. The fol- 
lowing year, 1918, the same condi- 
tions were experienced, and it was 
not until this spring that the much 
talked of plans have come to any 
concrete form of realization. 

The organization of the league in- 
cludes six clubs, Cedartown, Grif- 
fin, Carrollton, Lindale, Rome and 
LaGrange, all of the towns being 
thriving and prosperous and well 
able to support a baseball club. By 
means of public subscriptions the 
sum of $10,000 has. been raised in 
each town. This amount will go 
toward defraying the expenses ap- 
pertaining to the upkeep of the 
baseball park, the purchase of the 
outfit for the teams and the various 
expenses contingent on the mainte- 
nance of a baseball team. 

Each club has placed a guaran- 


| 


tee of $1,000 for the completion of 
the season by that team. The sal- 
ary limit has been set at $1,500, 
and the player limit is 12 men. 


Interest Is High. 


Much interest has been aroused 
all over the circuit by the announce- 
ment a few days ago to the effect 
that a handsome trophy would be 
presented to that city in the circuit 
which could show the largest paid 
attendance on opening day.

William O. Wells, secretary of the 
league, paid a visit to the sport- 
ing department yesterday and ex- 
pressed himself as being very san- 
guine as to the outbreak for the 
year. He declared that most of 
the teams were very evenly match- 


ed and that the pennant race would 
be a close and exciting one.

The witness declared that the way 
Was open to stop the vicious circle

Prices and the question was before 
congress, where it must finally be 
‘solved. Action by congress will 
have to come, he asserted, unless 
the force of public opinion  ac- 
quainted with the real cost of com- 
modities, reduces prices to the prop- 
ér levels. 

Labor Costs Not Responsible. 

Labor costs have been in no way 
responsible for current high prices, 
Mr. Lauck contended, producing 
statistics tending to show that the 
enormous profits made by corpora- 
tions since the beginning of the 
war have been the cause. Labor is 
hardly an appreciable element in 
production, expense, he argued. 

Mr. Lauck presented a study in 
profiteering made under the. aus- 
pices of the railway brotherhods in 
support of his contention. The 
study seeks to show that prof- 
iteering in industry is the funda- 
mental cause for high prices in 
practically all commodities. It gives 
many statistics to support that con- 
tention. 

Calling attention to the many 
/war-made millionaires, the study 
contends that a three-fold relation- 
ship exists ‘between high prices, 
profiteering and the addition to tne 
quota of millionaires,’ and that the 
increase in the wealth of the 
wealthy is an “unanswerable” ref- 
utation to all attempts to charge 
labor with profiteering and to all 
attempts to hold, labor responsible 
for the high cost of living. 

Less for Labor. 

“For, if invested wealth gets a 
larger return,” said the study, “a 
larger proportion of the national 
income than formerly, the man who 


gives personal service or labor is 
bound to get a smaller proportion. 
The menace of the future lies in 
the probability that the vast profits 
Which are still held jn reserve will 
be capitalized in order that, under 
the pretext of a fair return on cap- 
ital, those who own them may con- 
tinue to take the larger propor- 
tior of national income, even at the 
expense of very great suffering on 
the part of workers, when the over- 
stimulation of war has passed 
away.” 

Of the extraordinary increase in 
the price of sugar now amounting 
to #00 per cent, the study says the 
increase in labor cost paid by the 


consumer was less than 15 per cent. '

The increase in price between 1914 
and 1918 was shown a8 eight times 
the total labor cost and the 1918 
price represented 25 times the total 
labor item. 

Profits on Cloth. 


Profits absorb approximately one- 
half.the retail price of certain kinds 
of cloth, the report declared, while 
the labor item amounts to from one- 
fourteenth to one-twentieth of the 
price. Similar relations -were pic- 
tured in the manufacture of men’s 
garments. 

Shbdes, according to the study, 
“furnished a splendid opportunity to 
the profiteer.” The profit items 
in 1914, it was charged, abserbed 
nearly one-half the price paid by 
the consumer, or nearly three times 
the total labor cost, while in 1917 
the. profit items amounted to ap- 
- proximately three-fifths of the totai 
price.and over five:times the total 
labor cost.

Demands of Workers. 


Concluding his study, Mr. Lauck 
submitted the following general de- 
mands in the name of the railroad 
workers: 

“1. Labor in general, and railroad 
labor in particular, must have wage 
increases proportionate to advances 
in living costs. 

“2. In the present crisis, and for 
all time to come, producers and mid- 
dlemen must be restrained from ad- 
vancing prices in excess of in- 
creases in labor and material costs. 

“3. Producers and middlemen must 
refrain from including income and 
excess profit taxes in their costs 
and passing them on to the con- 
Sumer with an added profit. 

“4. The principle of a living wage 
must be accepted and ‘established 
in order that normal production 
may be restored and increased pro- 
duction hoped for in all fields of 
industry.”

BRITAIN AND GERMANY 
DUING Bis BUSINESS 


Paris, May 7.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.,)—Great Britain has 


stolen @ wide marfeh of the United 
States and France in the resump- 
tion of business relations with Ger- 
many, according to the opinion ex- 
pressed by French merchants who 
have tried to buy goods across the 
Rhine. In a great majority of 
cases, the merchants report,: the 
German manufacturer replies té in- 
quiry that his plant will be tied 
up for a long time to come by con- 
tracts with British customers, 

An investigation based upon these 
reports is said to have developed the 
fact that the British are exporting 
great quantities of.raw material to 
Germany for which they are asking 
no paying in money, but are tak- 
ing manufactured articles in exe 
change. 

Jermany now is getting her iron 
ore largely from Sweden under sim- 
ilar arrangement, making her al- 
most entirely independent of France 
for raw materials. Having at the 
{same time redpened her big outlet 
for manufactures elsewhere, Ger- 
many is also independent to a great 
extent, as to her selling market, 
while France ts anxious to get from 
her coal and agricultural implte- 
ments which she can no longer buy 
in the United States without im- 
mense disadvantages due to the un- 
favorable exchange. ; 

Belief is expressed in official cir- 
cles that Germany is seeking to use 
this economic situation to bring 
pressure on France with a yiew 
to gaining concessi Yn the terms 
of the Versailles t ty. 


CHINESE CONSORTIUM 
ACCEPTED BY JAPAN 
Washington, May 7.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—Japan has with- 
all objections to the Chinese 


as agreed upon by the United States, 
Great Britain and France, the 
state department was informed to- 
day. by the American embassy. at 
Tokio. The consortium will be- 
come effective as soon as the sig- 
natures of officials haye been af- 
fixed. 

The acceptance of the consortium 
by Japan ends a two years’ effort 
by the state department to provide 
for the financing of China by repre- 
} sentative groups of bankers in each 
of the four great countries. Japan 
has contended that Manchuria and 
Mongolia shoyld be excluded from 
the operations of the consortium, 
claiming that it had predominant 
rights in that territory because of 
proximity. The United States, how- 
ever, refused to agree to this ex- 
clusion. 

The amount of money to be 
loaned under the consortium has 
not been estimated, but the ad- 
vance soon of $50,000,000 for railroad 
and other construction and better- 
ment is expected. 

Immediately after receiving word 
of the action of the Japanese gov- 
ernment today, Breckenridge Long, 
third assistant secretary of state, 
who has conducted all of the nego- 
tiations for the United States noted 
the governments of Great Britain 
and France.
